The only modifications over the draft previously approved by 
the Council subject to our agreement on editorial changes are: in 
paragraph b. (1) the deletion of the word ' significant in line two; 
the addition in line three after intelligence 11 of the words -of reason- 
able credibility; ami in paragraph b. (3) the insertion at tbe end of 
the following additional sentence: ‘In Hub case of Hie Federal Bureau 
of investigation, the matter shall be taken up by the Director thereof 
with the Attorney General who shall consult with the Director erf 
Central Intelligence, and if there Is disagreement the matter shall 
he referred to the President . u 1 have also changed the order of 
agency or department' in the first line of b . (3) to conform to 
practice and the wording of paragraph b.

sensitivity. 

(2) To keep the IAC Hatch Committee informed concern- 
ing significant diplomatic, political, military, or other 
courses of action by the U.3. , approved for immediate 
implementation or in process of execution, which might 
bring about military reaction or early hostile action by 
the USSR, or its allies, thus endangering the security 
of the U.3. This information is for the explicit and 
express use of the Watch Committee and those members 

of the HIC who need to know of It in order to perform 
their functions . 
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(5) When, in title opinion of a feggortoent^or a^gncy, over- 
riding considerations affecting tihe national security 
exist which justify an exception to (l) or (2) above, the 
decision as to withholding or delaying the transmission 
of the infoxttation to the Watch Coessittee shall be 
taken up with the Director of Central Intelligence and, 
if there is disagreement, referred to the President.
